GPS-Like IDs in Schools Criticized

Badges that monitor 
students spur debate 
over privacy, religion 

Austin, Texas 

To 15-year-old Andrea Hernandez, 
the tracking microchip embedded 
in her student ID card is a “mark of 
the beast,” sacrilege to her Chris- 
tian faith — not to mention how it 
pinpoints her location, even in the 
school bathroom. 

But to her San Antonio school 
district, those chips carry a poten- 
tial $1.7 million in classroom funds. 
In Texas, school funding is based on 
daily attendance. The more students 
seated in homeroom, the more state 
dollars the school receives. 

Starting this fall, the district 
in Texas is experimenting with a 
$261,000 program that uses “loca- 
tor” chips in student ID badges at 
John Jay High School and Anson 
Jones Middle School, allowing 
administrators to track the where- 
abouts of 4,200 students with GPS- 
like precision. Hernandez’s refus- 
al to participate has launched a 
debate over privacy and religion

Lawmakers: Meeting

Three GOP senators said Tuesday 
they are more troubled than ever 
with comments made days after 
the deadly Sept. 11 raid in Libya by 
Susan Rice, the U.N. ambassador 
and President Barack Obama’s pos- 
sible choice for secretary of state. 

John McCain, Lindsey Gra- 
ham and Kelly Ayotte met privately 
with Rice and acting CIA Director 
Michael Morell on her explanations 
of the attack on the U.S. diplomatic 
post in Benghazi, Libya, that killed 
a U.S. ambassador and three other 
Americans. 

Rice told the lawmakers that the 
initial assessment of the cause of 
the attack five days later was wrong. 
The senators were not mollified. 

“We are significantly troubled 
by many of the answers that we got 
and some that we didn’t get con- 
cerning evidence that was lead-

Their goal is to encourage

The issue came to Norton’s 
attention when she was contacted 
by the family of U.S. Navy Seaman 
Jonathan Rucker, a District native. 
His mother, an investigator with 
the District’s Fire and Emergen- 
cy Medical Services Department, 
was frustrated that the D.C. flag 
wasn’t displayed during her son’s 
graduation ceremony at Naval Sta- 
tion Great Lakes in North Chicago. 

Norton also wants President 
Barack Obama to direct all fed- 
eral agencies to display the D.C. 
flag alongside those of the states.

Twenty colleges and universities, 
including some of the nation’s most 
prestigious, have pledged in the 
past year to recruit more students 
from a prominent charter school 
network that focuses on educating 
the rural and urban poor. 

The latest are Georgetown and 
Trinity Washington universities 
in the District. On Tuesday, they 
announced partnerships with the 
charter network called the Knowl- 
edge Is Power Program, or KIPP, 
in an effort to help more disadvan- 
taged students get college degrees. 

The signed pledges, unusual 
in the competitive world of college 
admissions, set recruiting targets 
and establish a detailed framework 
for cooperation, seeking to create a 
pipeline to college for KIPP’s mostiy 
black and Latino students. 


The agreements lay out an 
explicit quid pro quo: KIPP will 
promote the 20 colleges among 
its 39,000 students nationwide, 
and in exchange, the colleges will 


identify and recruit top KIPP stu- 
dents, help those who have finan- 
cial need and ensure those who 
enroll stay on track to graduate.

As Luck Will Have It 

The historic Powerball jackpot has climbed 
to $500 million. The potentially life-changing fortune 
is all part of a plan lottery officials put in place early this 
year to build jackpots faster, drive sales and generate 
more money for states that run the game. There has been 
no Powerball winner since Oct. 6. But before shelling out 
$2 for a ticket, here are some things to consider: 


It Won’t Go on Forever 

It’s the gambler’s mantra: Some- 
body’s gotta win, so why not me? 

The first part is true; somebody 
will win the Powerball jackpot. 

Chuck Strutt, executive director 
of Multi-State Lottery Association, 
predicts there’s about a 60 percent 
chance it’ll happen Wednesday — 
maybe better if there’s a flurry of 
last-minute purchasers. 

The jackpot already has defied 
long odds by rolling over 16 con- 
secutive times without anyone hit- 
ting the big prize, which stands at 
$500 million ($327 million cash 
value). 

Many Could Win 

Should you win the jackpot, there’s 
a good chance you’ll have to share: 
The odds of someone winning 
increase as the ticket sales do. So 


do the odds of duplicate tickets, 
especially for people who choose 
their own numbers. 

University of Akron math pro- 
fessor Tim Norfolk predicts that if 
there is a winner, there will be mul- 
tiple ones, because mathematical 
theory shows that numbers have 
a way of clustering. 

That played out in March, 
when three tickets split the world-

record $656 million Mega Mil- 
lions jackpot.

It’s Worth a Chance’ 

Experts say a majority of Ameri- 
cans will play some lottery game 
at least once in a given year. 

Clyde Barrow, director of 
the Center for Policy Analysis at 
UMass-Dartmouth, says gam- 
bling often increases as the econ- 
omy worsens and people have less 
disposable income. 

However, his research — which 
focused mainly on New England 
— found that the trend reversed in 
the latest downturn. 


Don’t Leave 
Your Lottery 
Pool to Chance 

Friends, family or co-workers 
who pool their lottery ticket 
purchases shouldn’t have a 
problem as long as everyone 
is on the same page. Here are 
some tips to keep your lottery 
pool running smoothly: 

1. Agree on the rules. Decide 
on a buy-in amount and how the 
winnings would be split. An oral 
agreement is okay, but officials 
say putting a plan in writing and 
signing it is a safer bet. 

2. Designate a pool manager 

who is responsible for 
purchasing and safeguarding 
the tickets. 

3. Make photocopies of the 

purchased tickets for everyone 
in the group. 

4. Decide if the pool 
manager would claim 
the winning ticket or if the 

entire group wants to claim it. 
All winners do not need to be 
present as long as required 
proof of identification is 
provided for each person.

“The Great Recession has been 
so deep and so long, it’s suppressed 
any kind of discretionary spend- 
ing across the board,” said Barrow, 
who added that about the same 
percentage of people are playing 
the lottery — they’re just buying 
fewer tickets. 

Strutt, Powerball’s executive 
director, said sales largely stayed flat 
during the peak of the recession in 
2008 and 2009 but picked up since. 

“Our biggest factor is gas pric- 
es,” he said. “If people go to a gas 
station and put 80 bucks of gas in 
their car, they’re not feeling happy 
to buy a lottery ticket.” 

Barrow says it’s no secret that 
it’s not a prudent investment to 
regularly buy lottery tickets, but 
he said he’ll likely join the throngs 
of ticket buyers. 

“It’s worth a chance,” he said. 
“What else am I going to do with 
that $2? I’ll just waste it on some- 
thing else.” JEFF MCMURRAY (AP)

Blatche Speaks

Kevin Payne, D.C. United’s hands- 
on executive since Major League 
Soccer’s most decorated club was 
launched in 1996, has stepped 
down as club president and will 
join another team in the league, 
the team announced Tuesday.

But a new investment group 
has taken a more active and visi- 
ble role since the summer acquisi- 
tion of the team’s operating rights 
and will now spearhead talks with 
the city and developers on a sta- 
dium project at Buzzard Point in 
Southwest D.C. 

News of Payne’s departure came 
nine days after United was elim- 
inated from the Eastern Confer-

Women's blazers have 
all but disappeared 
from network news 


Fashion 

Dresses dangled on the racks at 
Neiman’s and Saks, and all Norah 
O’Donnell needed was a suit. 

Earlier this year, when the vet- 
eran news anchor was scouring 
stores for a suit jacket to wear for 
her “CBS This Morning” publici- 
ty photo, she discovered what her 
viewers have known for years: The 
women’s blazer is disappearing — 
from department stores and net- 
work news broadcasts. 

“I couldn’t find a nice suit jacket 
that wasn’t black,” O’Donnell says. 
“You used to find all kinds in blues 
and hot pinks. They stopped mak- 
ing them. That’s when I thought, 
what’s changed?” 

For her head shot, O’Donnell, 
38, ended up choosing a six-year- 
old navy Giorgio Armani blazer out 
of her closet, one she rarely wears 
except when interviewing presi- 
dents. Like so many working women 
in the news media and other pro- 
fessions, O’Donnell hasn’t bought a 
suit in years, a surprising admission 
given that the newswoman spent her 
20s wearing suits so she “could be 
taken seriously.” The same can be 
said of seasoned anchors such as 
Diane Sawyer and Andrea Mitch- 
ell, who rarely graced the screen in 
the 1980s and ’90s without lapels 
shielding their chests. 

For decades, the suit jacket trans-

formed women into workers. With 
jackets required for entrance at 
male-dominated clubs and board- 
rooms, women bundled up their 
breasts to blend into a profession- 
al culture that predated their arriv- 
al. But in recent years, newswomen 
— one of the last vestiges of female 
suit wearers — have resoundingly 
dismissed them from their closets. 
They now flank themselves in bright 
sleeveless sheath dresses and stilet- 
to heels, renouncing the once hard- 
and-fast edicts of television news: 
no bare legs, no long hair, no fem- 
inine distractions from the news. 
If newswomen are the most visi- 
ble barometers of workplace fash- 
ion, the women’s suit may one day 
go the way of the petticoat. 

What’s appropriate for female 
talent on television has evolved 
because of familiarity,” says Dave 
Smith of SmithGeiger, a research 
firm that consults with 
news networks. “The 
audience has equal 
regard for female 
and male anchors. 
It’s given women 
far more liberty to 
be feminine.” 

O’Donnell 
agrees: “There

His Passion Play

John Malkovich has been a top- 
shelf slinky villain at least since 
playing the viper Valmont in the 
1988 film “Dangerous Liaisons.” 
He returns to the scene of the 
crime with his French-language 
“Les Liaisons Dangereuses ” a pro- 
duction Malkovich directed for the 
Parisian troupe Theatre de FAtelier. 
The show alights at the Shake- 
speare Theatre Company’s Lans- 
burgh Theatre next month. 

Malkovich has long been infat- 
uated with the sexy backstabbing 
of the 1782 novel by Pierre Choder- 
los de Laclos and the Christopher 
Hampton play that became the 


Glenn Close-Michelle Pfeiffer-Mal- 
kovich film. (Rival film adaptations 
include 1999’s “Cruel Intentions.”) 

“I had always wanted to direct 
it ” Malkovich says. “As Baudelaire 
said about it, it burns, but it burns 
like ice. Great character study. Great 


female characters. Great heart Great 
cruelty. Extremely amusing.” 

The show is performed in French 
with English surtitles and features a 
young French cast on a largely bare 
stage that the actors never leave. The 
costumes bridge the I8th and 21st 


centuries, and the characters use 
cellphones for the tale’s racy seduc- 
tion and betrayal. Nudity and adult 
situations are guaranteed. 

“Originally, we were going to do 
a very big production with a very 
different set and known actors,” he 
says. “But known actors only mean 
movie actors, and movie actors don’t 
like committing to theater.” 

The cast knew of Malkovich’s 
history with “Liaisons,” but “we 
hardly ever discussed it,” he says. 
Naturally, the man playing Valmont 
— Yannik Landrein — was curious. 

“I said, ‘Yannik, really: You not 
only already do it better than I ever 
could have, but I only rehearsed a 
couple weeks,”’ Malkovich recalls. 
“Then when you shoot, you only 
do every scene one time on one 
day. That’s not a wildly conducive 
atmosphere for character study.”

When travel plans go 
awry, getting money 
back through an agent 
can take some work 


Advice 

Superstorm Sandy and the series 
of nor’easters that slammed into 
the East Coast last month ground- 
ed tens of thousands of travelers, 
including Neil Weiss. 

Fortunately, most travel compa- 
nies waived their usual rules, offer- 
ing those delayed by the storms 
a refund or a cred- 
it. But not all trav- 
el companies. Weiss, 
based in Cherry Hill, 
N.J., found an unlike- 
ly roadblock to his 
refund: his online 
travel agency. 

After Sandy, Weiss had to can- 
cel a business trip to Las Vegas that 
he’d booked through Expedia. US 
Airways agreed to waive its change 
fee and allowed him to reschedule 
his flight. His hotel. Treasure Island 
Hotel & Casino, did not. It want- 
ed to charge him $200 for being a 
“no show,” according to Expedia. 

But when Weiss contacted Trea- 
sure Island directly, he heard a dif- 
ferent story. The hotel would be 
happy to cancel his reservation, 
he was told, but because he’d made 


the booking through Expedia, a 
refund would be up to the agency. 
And Expedia wouldn’t give him his 
money, citing its published refund 
policy, he says. 

Weiss’ case highlights one of the 
often unmentioned risks of book- 
ing through a travel agent: Even 
when an airline or hotel is willing 
to refund a purchase, you may still 
have to get past an agency’s own 
refund rules. 

In the end. Treasure Island 
promised to return Weiss’ money. 
After I contacted Expedia on Weiss’ 
behalf, the agency agreed to refund 
his hotel charges. A company 
spokeswoman said that Expedia 
was the merchant of record on his 
hotel booking, meaning that it had 
charged him, not Treasure Island. 

So who takes your money when 
you’re buying a travel product? 


And where do you go for a refund? 

When you buy through a bricks- 
and-mortar travel agency and pay 
by credit card, charges are passed 
through to the airline, hotel or car- 
rental agency and are governed by 
its merchant agreement, which is 
the contract between the compa- 
ny and the credit card. Refunds on 
credit- card purchases pass direct- 
ly back to the consumer. 

Bottom line: If you want to 
know who has your money, check 
your credit-card statement. 

Weiss probably would have got- 
ten his refund eventually without 
my involvement. He could have 
filed a dispute with his credit-card 
company. With right on his side, he 
would have won.

I’m heading to Brussels in March. 
When is the best time to buy a tick- 
et? I usually look 4-5 months out. 

I'd track the prices now. Get familiar 
with the going rate, and when the 
price goes down, buy. If you see prices 
creeping up, don't keep waiting. That 
usually means seats are selling out, 
so fares will continue to increase. 
Some studies show that the best 
price for domestic tickets is about six 


weeks out, but that does not seem to 
hold true for international tickets. 

I’m driving from D.C. to the Mid- 
west for Christmas and will be 
renting a car. How can I find the 
cheapest rates? 

Hotwire and Priceline are two options. 
My favorite, though, is Costco. We've 
heard that the warehouse club is great 
for saving money on rentals, though 
you have to have a membership. 


How do I find a good travel agent? 

I think the best way is by word of 
mouth. The American Society of Trav- 
el Agents also allows you to search by 
expertise. Some agents have access 
to discounts, but you should always 
do your own comparison pricing.
